SPRINGFIELD, Til. (&)— 


The Illinois senate passed 
Gov. Stratton's legislative re- 
apportionment measure 43 to 
2 today and sent it to the 
house. 


The plan to reshuffle represen- 


tation in the general Assembly for 
the first time since 1P01 has been 
termed by the governor his prime 
remaining aim of the current As- 
sembly session. 


May Face Trouble 


The resolution, which calls for 


a constitutional amendment, faces 
possible difficulties in the House 
where GOP strength is relatively 
less than in the Senate. 


Those who voted ngnltmt the 


bill were Sen. Dennis ,1. Colling 
(K-DeKnlh) and Christopher C. 
Wlmbish (D-Cliiragn). One mem- 
ber. Sen. Roland V. Libonati (D- 
Cbicnjjo) was recorded as not 
voting. 
Libonati spoke against the meas- 


ure, calling: it "unfair and politi- 
cal." He represents the 17th Dis- 
trict, one of the smaller senator- 
ial divisions on the city's West 
Side. 


"The 
people won't understand 


it. and they'll defeat it." Libonati 
told the Senate. He referred to a 
statewide referendum which would 
be necessary to affect the consti- 
tutional amendment called for by 
the bill. 


Rae Arnould 
Sends Notice 
To Washington 


Rae A. Arnould, Dixon 


postmaster, has sent a letter 
of resignation to the post of- 
fice department in Washing- 
ton, asking to be relieved of 
his duties June 30, less than 
two weeks away. 


Postmaster Arnould's decision to 


resign did not result from any po- 
litical pressure, since his position 
is secured under Civil Service. He 
has been postmaster in Dixon near- 
ly five years, taking office July 1, 
1948. and has given the patrons of 
the Dixon post office splendid serv- 
ice all during his tenure of office. 


When he accepted the appoint- 


ment as postmaster here he relin- 
quished a flourishing general in- 
surance business to his son, Rich- 
ard. 


Now his son has decided to en- 


ter another field, and Postmaster 
Arnould feels that his own inter- 
ests can best be served by leaving 
the government service and going 
back into the management of his 
insurance enterprise. 
Postmaster 


Arnould is 56 years old. 


The resignation of the Dixon post- 


master will create a swirl in Re- 
publican politics in Dixon, since 
this very lucrative and important 
position will be, in a way, up for 
"grabs." 


To fill the position, the Civil 


Service commission will announce 
examinations of applicants and the 
congressman 
from this district, 


Leo Allen, and U. S. Senator Dirk- 
sen of Illinois will be able to desig- 
nate any one of the top three who 
pass this examination with satis- 
factory gradings. 


The age limit is 62. and anyone 


named must show a background of 
good executive and business ability 
and will be subject to careful and 
complete investigation by the gov- 
ernment agencies. 


It is understood that there are 


already several candidates for the 
postmastership and there is a 
probability that the announcement 
of Postmaster Arnould's resigna- 
tion will stir up more. 


Postmaster 
Arnould's capable 


handling of tho Dixon office will 
cause regret amonjr the patrons of 
the office and the employees at the 
post office that he is leaving. 


The imminence of Arnould's de- 


parture will make it necessary fo 
the department to appoint an act 
ing postmaster until a permancn 
officer is qualified. 


Big Chinese 
Drive Hurls 
Back ROKs 


Reds Smash Into 
Heavy Artillery to 
Take Finger Ridge 


SEOUL, Wednesday 


The big Chinese 
offensive 


overwhelmed Finger Ridge, 
western anchor of the flaming 
50-mile front in Eastern Ko- 
rea, Tuesday and rolled on 
south. 


The weight'of the drive, which 


had hurled back the South Koreans 
east of the Pukhan river, was 
shifted suddenly westward. 


Nearly 6.000 Chinese Reds hit 


Finger Ridge, scene of bitter fight- 
ing last fall. The ridge was lost 
by noon. 


Then the 
Chinese 
surged 
on 


south toward the Kyoam mountain 
aiea. 


HeodleNK of 


The Communist onslaught was 


pressed against the ridge line de- 
spite a furious rain of bombs and 
flaming napalm from about 500 
planes. 


The Chinese, apparently bent on 


gaining vital heights 
before an 


armistice, drove into the teeth of 
Allied artillery and small arms 
fire. They appeared heedless of 
losses. 


The South Koreans to the east 


along the Pukhan river had only 
just dug into new positions-after 
being tin own back two miles by 
the 30.000-man Chinese offensive. 


On their east flank, about 750 


Chinese Reds drove South Koreans 
from seven positions near Christ- 
mas Hills. 


Rosen bergs Again Ask

Complex Mountain 


Thus, with both their west and 


eastern flanks menaced, the new 
South Korean positions along the 
Pukhan may be untenable. 


However, the Reds on the west 


from their new-won Finger Ridge 
positions faced formidable posi- 
tions on Kyoam mountain, which 
is the mam anchor on the western 
edge of the fighting front. 


Kyoam is a complex mountain 


just to the southwest of Finger 
Ridge. Its loss would imperil the 
valley behind and miles of Allied 
territory. 


AP Correspondent Milo Farneti 


reported that South Korean troops 
now hold about two-thirds of Kyo- 
am mountain.

He decided that he would 
give the butter producers one year 
to woik out a solution. 


Some 
of Benson's 
supporters 


warned him that tins would be po- 
litically impiactical, but Benson 
now believes that with the help of 
a lavo^able piess, he has succeed- 
ed in his plan. 


Seven hundred ant! 14 million 


pounds o£ butter have been pur- 
chased by the Department of Agri- 
culture since 193^. Nearly all of 
the buttei pin chased represented 
a loan to the government. 


Other stoims brewing on the 


agricultuial horizon involve crop 
controls and tariff action. The old 
north and south political divisions 
do not exist anymore. The big 
fight is really between the Re- 
publican piotectiomsts and those 
like Henry Ford, who would bo 
willing to lower tariffs to zero. 


Meantime, the big farm organi- 


zations aie seeking woild trade for 
wheat, cotton, tobacco and other 
products. They point out that had

On Tuesday evening, June 9, I 


found a few army worms at Bob 
Bellman's. The next three days I 
was gone to our spring conference 
at the university. On Saturday 
morning; I again checked with Bob 
and he told me the numbers had 
not increased in the meantime. 


These army worms were found 


in an oats field with a good growth 
of new seeding. The population 
was very small. Undoubtedly there 
are more around. 


Fields should be watched closely 


for increased numbers. Spraying 
with two pounds of toxaphene per 
acre is recommended for control.

FULL GKOWN army worms are 


nearly I 
1/-, inches long, of a gener- 


al (greenish brown color, with longi- 
tudinal stripes down the center of 
the back, bordered by a wide, 
somewhat darker, 
mottled one, 


reaching half way to the side. As 
seen from the side theie are three 
stripes of about equal width: Next 
to the wide mottled one on the 
upper side a pale orange, white- 
bordered stripe, next a brown, 
light-mottled one just reaching to 
the spincles, and just below the 
spiricles, a pale-orange, unmottled 
one, edged with white. 


The head is honeycombed with 


dark lines and each proleg has a 
dark band on its outer side and a 
dark tip on the inner side.

crease the life of the silo. Tests at 
the University of Illinois indicate a 
wide variation in protective value 
of silo wall coating. Some relative- 
ly inexpensive ones give protec 
lion for a year or two. 


Others have proved effective for

URBANA— Many farmers and 


other businessmen are crowing 
more apprehensive about the eco- 
nomic prospect. The truce devel- 
opments in Korea have added to 
their fears. 


Time alon will reveal what is 


ahead for us. The reason is that 
actual developments will depend 
upon many personal, corporation, 
and' government decisions 
that 


have not yet been made. Never- 
the less many management deci- 
sions must be made on the basis 
of good, or poor, guesses as to fu- 
future prices, employment, sales, 
etc. Perhaps a review of some of 
the basic lacts about our economy 
will .make better decisions possi- 
ble. 


1. It is possible, that the feel- 


ing of caution that has prevailed 
generally among farmers and oth- 
er businessmen in recent years is 
a good thing. It may have served 
to prevent excessive speculation 
and expansion that could have 
been followed only by serious re- 
cession and depression. If our ex- 
aansion has'been cautious, reces- 
sionary tendencies will be less 
pronounced. 


Good Conditions

in business inventory policies have 
been important factor* in deter- 
mining the level of industrial ac- 
tivity.

of play was to refrain from draw- 
ing the trumps. Today I show an 
equally simple hand in which the 
chief point of play is to draw the 
trumps as soon as possible. 


When the hand was actually 


played. South 
blithely played a 


low club from dummy at the first 
trick. He thought that he intended 
:o take the club finesse sooner or 
later anyway, and he didn't want 
to be talked out of this finesse. 


East won with the king of clubs 


and returned the eight of clubs. 
West won the second defensive 
trick by ruffing and led a heart to 
his partner's ace. East led an- 
other club for West to mff, «nd 
West then cashed the are of dia- 
monds.

Klaus Fuchs, when the Biitish 
scientist wotked at Los Alamos, 
N M., on history's first atomic 
bomb. Gold and Fuchs were con- 
fessed Soviet agents, both serving 
prison terms at the tune of the 
Rosenbeig trial. 


The R o s e n b e r g s and Sobell

Eisenhower and his civilian de 
fen»« chiefs are moving toward a 
new relationship between economy 
and spending for the military se- 
curity of the nation. The goal is 
greater economy. 


This move has stirred up a 


brawling dispute, particularly ovei 
a five billion dollar cutback in Air 
Force funds which critics say will 
weaken the nation against atomic 
attack by Russia. 


The administration appears to 


be guided by these convictions: 


1. That Russia is not ready for 


war and there is time for a critical 
review of military goals fixed by 
the Truman administration. 


2. That security means not only 


military strength but also a sound 
economy that includes a balanced 
budget. 


To Kevlew Needs 


Secretary of Defense Wilson has 


told senators the new Joint Chiefs 
of Staff soon to take office, and the 
National Security Council, will re- 
view U. S. Military needs and 
strategy and this study will pro 
vide the basis for future decisions 
on military strength. 


The Truman administration had 


set mid-1951 as the crisis point in 
free world defense planning. This 
was the date on which it was esti- 
mated Russia would have stock 
piled enough atomic bombs for 
war. 


There seems no doubt Secretary 


Wilson and others around him view 
the danger of attack by Russia 
with less alarm than the nation 
has become accustomed'to—or else 
they are willing to take a longer 
risk in the interest of'a sounder 
economy. 


Defensive Force 


Wilson has declared that from 


the information given to him the 
Russian air force is mainly a de- 
fensive force with a bomber arm 
that does not match 
American 


bomber power. 


He told senators the Russian air 


'orce "is much more a defensive 
air force and not an offensive air 
"orce—that ought to give the Amer- 
ican people some encouragement. 
A 
re are the people who are build- 
ng the bombers." 


The implication seemed to be 


.he Russians have more to fear 
rom our Air Force than we have 
,o fear from Russian air power, 
a viewpoint not often voiced in 
hese parts. 
Last month, deputy Secretary of 


defense Roger M. Kycs said Soviet 
Russia "needs oil. raw materials, 
ransportation and fabricating fa- 
cilities before it is in a position 
o assume risk of sustained war."

How to Play Par Golf: 
Clubhead Gives Ball Loft

Assuming that the lie is respect' 


able, the swing with the 3 wood is 
about the same as that with the 
driver and brassie. 


It should be a full swing, exe- 


cuted with timing and rhythm. 


The 3 wood does the job from 


any kind of an average lie. giving- 
you distance, height and roll. 


The top of the swing is similar 


to that of the swing with the 
driver. The hands are held high 
at the top and under the shaft. 
The club is parallel to the ground. 
The ball is played off the 
left 


heel fiom approximately the .same 
spot as with the two longer woods. 


You should be cautioned against 


scooping 3 wood, or spoon, shots. 
You are beginning to move into 
a fairly lofted club when you deal 
with a spoon, so treat it as such. 
Hit the ball squarely. Let the loft 
of the clubhead get the ball in the 
air. 


If the lie is in a divot or other- 


wise poor, that's the time to hit 
down on the ball with the spoon. 
It performs more like an iron in 
this instance. The ball is hit more 
with that pinching effect we pre- 
viously mentioned as applying to 
irons. Don't b«> alarmed about any 
loss of distance you may suffer in 
this instance as that usually is 
compensated for by added roll. 


Only in the case of a /airly good 


lie should a 3 wood be considered 
in the rough. Otherwise, choose 
an iron or a 4 or 5 wood.

murdering Ray Juenger, 34, who 
worked with Patterson in a Pon- 
tiac food plant. Two men were shot 
to death in a Pontiac restaurant 
on July 7. 1952. Cox's former wife, 
Betty, 24, was a waitress at the 
restaurant. 


Mrs. Cox had divorced Cox two 


weeks before the shooting 
and 


police said she had been going 
around with Patterson. Police gave 
this account of the shooting: 


Cox went to the restaurant and 


asked his former wife to return 
fo him. When she refused, 
he 


threatened suicide, drew a gun 
and fired. One bullet struck Patter- 
son. Juenger grappled with Cox 
and was shot. 


Mis. Cox then was forced by her 


former husband to accompany him 
on a six-hour drive. She was freed 
near Morns, 40 miles from Pon- 
tiac.

Supreme Court 
Says Coercion 
By Police Okay 


WASHINGTON «v_The Supreme 


Court in the last session of its 
term Monday ruled that a con- 
fession obtained through coercion 
by police does not always invali- 
date a murder conviction. 


Justice Jackson, speaking for a 


six-judge majority, said the con- 
viction may stand if other evidence 
produced at the trial was sufficient 
to justify the guilty verdict. 


Justice Frankfurter, 
dissenting, 


predicted the decision would give 
police and prosecutors "new in- 
ducement" to use third - degree 
methods. Justice Black said in an- 
other dissent that the ruling would 
hieak down barriers that 
have 


stood in the way of secret and 
arbitrary governmental a c t i o n . 
Justice Douglas in a third dissent 
declared the decision violated the 
constitution's guarantee that no 
man may be compelled to testify 
against himself. 


The decision upheld death sen- 


tences for three New York men 
who were convicted of the holdup 
slaying of a Reader's Digest mon- 
ey truck messenger.
